PARI, June z.—The termis of 
peace were ‘presented to the Aus- 
trians today with the Problem of the 
Adriatic claims of Italy unsolved. 

Austria was given fifteen days to 
reply to the terms of peace pre- 
sented by the allies nations. . 

M. Clemenceau, president of the 
Peace conféfence, was the | first 
Drominent figure to arrive at the 
meeting at which the terms of peace 
were presented. 

ST. GERMAIN, France, June 2.— 
The following is a brief summary 
of the Austrian treaty: 

Austria must accept the covenant 
of the League of Nations and the 
labor charter. she must renounce 
all her extra European rights. 

She must demobilize all her naval 
and aerial forces, 

Austria must recognize the com- 
plete independece of Hungary. 

Austrian nationals guilty of vio- 
lating international laws of war to 
be tried by allies, 

Austria must accept economic 
conditions and freedom of transit, 
similar to those in German treaty, 

Sections dealing with war pris- 
orers and graves are identical with 
German treaty. 

Guarantees of execution of treaty 
corresponds to those in German 
pact. 

Boundaries of Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia to form boundary between 
Austria and Czecho-Slovakia, with 
minor rettifications. 

Allies later to fix southern boun- 
dary (referring to ‘Jugo-Slavia). 

Eastern boundary leaves Marburg 
and Radkersburg to Jugo-Slavia.

THE: LEAGUE COVENANT 


The Congress and the newspapers should not 
fly off at a tangent over the covenant of the 
proposed League of Nations, until there is rea- 
son to do so. There is no sense in going off 
half-cock or seeing red because of partisan 
prejudice. 

The League of Nations agreement is not go- 
ing to be entered into until it meets with the 
approval in all its details of the American 
people by their hundreds of representatives in 
both houses of Congress, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that any objectionable features will be 
straightened out or eliminated entirely. Natural- 
ly, a great world problem and something entire- 
ly new to all the world is not going to be per- 
fect and as each would have it, on its first 
rough draft. It may take years to get it just 
to suit us and to suit others, and in the mean- 
time our Congressmen and Senators and the

If the proposed covenant of a League of 
Nations contains clauses which would entangle 
this country in foreign alliances which are ob- 
jectionable to the American people, those clauses 
will be purged of their objectionable features 
or the pact will not be signed by this country. 
There is no danger whatever of our entering 
into any agreement which we do not want to 
enter into. There is nothing compulsary about 
it whatever. But to read the rantings of some 
Congressmen and some editors one would think 
President Wilson and our representatives abroad 
were going to hand us all into bondage, whether 
we liked it or not. 

This is very foolish. President Wilson and 
our other representatives have been doing the 
best they know how with the most vexatious 
problem that ever yet faced the whole world, 
and in a few more weeks when they have reached 
a point where Germany has signed the peace 
pact they will return home, submit their find- 
ings to the people and»the Congress and ask for 
advise on what is best to be done under all 
the circumstances. The President will un- 
doubtedly explain it all clearly to the Con- 
gress, the press and the people, and then we 
can all thresh it ou. in its many details and 
decide what we .want to do, and do it. We are 
not going to be called upon to do anything 
we do not want to do, and it is poor judgment 
and worse statesmanship to be frothing at the 
mouth over a danger which does not exist, never 
has existed and never will exist.
